Rioting was resumed at 8 
o'clock this morning when stores and 
houses in two streets of the old[t3wn were 
pillaged. Seven battallions of infantry 
and two squadrons of cavalry were called 
out to disperse the mob.

Dinner to Business Men, 


W N Potter ot Greenfield, who is com- 


pleting the large grain elevator on Morris 
street, this city, gave a dinner at 
the Wilson today to about 25 guests, 
wh o were mostly local business men Mr. 
Potter wishes to get acquainted with the 
men whom he will soon come into busi 
ness contact with. 


Prague, Dec. 2.—There were fresh dis- 


turbances hero yesterday. The houses 
occupied by Germans were bombarded 
with stones and a howling mob had to be 
dispel aed by infantry and cavalry. The 
university buildings are threatened by 
the rioters and liave to be protected by 
large bodies of police. Troops ha\-e been 
drafted to Xudenstatlt, owing to a mob 
threatening to run riot there. 


During the afternoon the rk.'s in- 


creased. The synagogue ^mci.'nvs \vere 
smashed, as were the windows o£ the 
houses o£ Jews displaying German Irane 
signs in several slreiis o£ the Jewish 
quarter. In the evening the slice's A\ ere 
iiald by 12 battalions oi infantiy and a 
squadron of hussars. All trafiic \i as 
suspencl?d and the shops and butines . 
houses ^ ere clusLd. 


In spue of the military a large Czech 


mob made a descent duurg thu i v&nmjr 
upon the German quaiti-i- L.T.V! plundered 
houses and shops In &IA erai s>ti etts. 
The 


furniture of a German rafs v.as, piled up 
in the street and set on fne. When a 
detachment of troops approached to dis- 
perse the rioters the soldiers were greet- 
ed with showers of stones, broken glass 
and other missiles. The officer in com- 
mand ordered his troops Lo prepare to 
fine, but at the urgent request oi! a po- 
lice official the order was not carried into 
effect. 


Shortly after 9 o'clock a mob attempted 


to storm a cartridge factory at Zlzhkow, 
a suburb o£ Prague on the other side of 
the Moldau. The troops stationed at the 
factory poured a volley into the crowd. 
It is known that at least two persons 
were killed outright, and it is leared that 
others were killed and wounded. The 
same body of rioters set fire to another 
house, but the flames vveresoonquenched. 
In various other parts of the city and 
suburbs windows were smashed and 
German signboards demolished. It Is 
eaid that the mob was incited by articles 
In the Czech newspapers and by a false 
report that the German students had or- 
ganized an attack upon the Czech na- 
tional.th eater. 


At a late hour the crowds made re- 


peated rushes and attempts to storm 
the German newspaper offices; but by 
11 o'clock the town was quiet and the 
troops had been withdrawn except pa- 
trols at the threatened points. 


In Smichow, the southwest suburb of 


Prague and a thickly populated indus- 
trial quaz-ter, a mob attacked and plun- 
dered the German national school. The 
rioters flred shots at the police detach- 
ment which arrived on the scene to dis- 
perse them, -whereupon the command- 
ing officer drew his revolver and flred 
at one of the ringleaders, the bullet 
piercing his arm. He then arrested the 
man, 
and the result of this enersetic ac- 


tion was the dispersal of the mob with- 
out further flimcultj'. 


The German gymnasium in the center 


of the city was plundered by a mob, 
which, was finally dispersed by a charge 
of soldiers and police. 


Besides resenting the German jubila- 


tions ana illuminations on clubs and beer 
halls over the fall of Count Badeni, the 
Czech population was still further in- 
cited by the speech of the Czech burgo- 
master delivered Monday night to the 
town council. 


Two special sufferers from the riots 


are Baron Von Aetirenthal, a represen- 
tative of the Get-man landowners in the 
relchsrath, and Count Von Salm. The 
former's palace is on the Wenzels-Platz. 
The mob smashed the windows and tore 
out the window frame" in the ground 
floor. Similar outrages were committed 
at Count Von Salm's palace, which is the 
editorial ofBce of the German paper, 
Bohemia. The Aehrenthal palace was 
boarded up, but the rioters soon removed 
the planks and threw large stones into 
the luxuriously furnished rooms, smash- 
Ing valuable objects of art and costly 
furniture. 


Damage to the a-mount of many thou- 


sands of florins has been done to Ger- 
man firms, clubs and other institutions 
having German proprietors or patrons. 
The constant cry of the rioters was, 
"Down with the Germans!" "Downwith 
the Jews!" Ladies venturing on the 
street were obliged to wear the Slav tri- 
color in order to avoid being attacked. 
German signboards are being hastily 
removed by their owners and replaced 
With Czech inscriptions. Nobody dares 
to utter a word in German. 


Thousands 
of 
Czechish 
miners 


streamed into Prague last evening from 
the surrounding villages to assist the 
rioters. The scientific instruments in 
the German university and high school 
have been destroyed and valuable arch- 
ives preserved for a long time at the 
Kinsky palace, the largest in the Altz- 
stad, have been burned. The Kinsky 
palace was plundered of its furniture, 
which was thrown through the windows, 
heaped in the street and set on flre, the 
mob pre\enti.ig the fire brigades from 
approaching. 


The authorities, concluding that the 


situation had become critical, decided 
to declare Prague urder martial law. 


It is said that the rioters were organ- 


ized by a secret society animated by 
hatred of Germans and Jews. Shortly 
before midnight there were fresh dis- 
orders, two shops were broken open and 
pillaged. The military patrol was dis- 
persed by the plunderers. Disorders are 
reported in various other suburbs. At 
Wcinberg the rioters sprinkled a shop ! 
with petroleum and set it on flro. At 
Ijieben 21 armed i >ters were arrested. I 
Another gang plundered a liquor saloon, 
and shortly afterward tbe patrol found 
20 lying drunk in the streets.

THE ASSESSOR 


The office of assessor in any city of the 


size of North Adams is a very important 
office and one that involves much labor 
and should demand a largo amount of 
time of its holder. There is no problem 
harder than 
the 
problem ot just 


taxation, 
and 
there is 
no 
office 


more difficult to fill capably in this oity 
than the office that fixes valuations and 
dictates who shall pay taxes and what 
share each shall pay. 


What has been the history of the office 


of assessor in North Adams since the city 
government was organized? It has been 
a record of resignations and refusal on the 
part of competent men to serve a second 
time. At the council meeting Monday 
evening tbe resignation of George F.Miller 
was tendered and accepted. Mr. Miller 
has bad long experience on the board and 
is a past master in the art of keepinS 
records and books. His valuable services 
are now to be lost to the city. And way ? 
because he cannot afford to neglect hi; 
own business for the mere pittance of a 
•alary paid and take the time necessary to 
do the office justice; and because he 
knows, that for $300 a year able and effi- 
cient men would not continue to accept 
the office and aid him in the performance 
of its arduous duties. No man fit to be an 
assessor in North Adamb wants to accept 
*390 for the work required of an assessor. 
He can earn tar more in other work if he 
is a man of sufficient ability to be a good 
assessor. 


The evidence of all three of the 'asses- 


sors of the past year is to the same effect 
—that no man who has any business 
whatever can afford to be an assessor. Mr. 
Ford's refusal to seek a re-aominatiou 
proves that he agrees with Mr. Miller as 
to tbe office being undesirable at the sal- 
ary now paid. The fact that the office 
has gone beggiae in this city campaign 
proves that men capable of filling il 
properly cannot afford to take it. 
And 


the men now who are willing to be candi- 
dates would take it only because they feel 
they can perform its duties "in spare time 
between other business,"—a very poor 
conception of the performance of so im- 
portant a duty. 


The simple fact is, that if North Adams 


is to have competent assessors tbe city 
must pay the price for competent men to 
give full and ample attention to the 
office. The present low salary paid is a 
penny-wise and a pound-foolish pol:cy. 
Ho other city in the commonwealth pur- 
oaes tbe low salary policy for assessors. 
Tiie time has come when North Adams 
cannot do so unless it is willing to put up 
with incompetent assessors, or trust to 
able men sacrificing their own interests 
)or the city's business,—which is a poor 
sort of trust. 


Pittsfield pays its three assessors $1700 a 


year, pays for the clerical work oou- 
nected with the office and furnishes the 
assessor with an assistant in each ward. 
Yet Pittsfleld's assessors are about the 
lowest paid of any city in Massachusetts, 


Other cities have found it profitable to 


pay a proper salary for competent men 
for the office of assessor. 
The present 


assessor signs in North Adams would in- 
dicate that the time had come for North 
Adams to do the same thing, or fled no 
men competent for the office willing to 
take it. It is not pleasant to urge an in- 
crease of the city's salary bill. But it is 
onlj common sense to urge that so im- 
portant an office as that of assessor be 
properly paid so that the best men possi- 
ble may be secured to fill it.

this—a cheery manner and a kindly 
smile; these will do much toward a 
happy ds,y. Now you know T believe in 
the first meal beinfe an appetitizlng and 
nutritious one, and I send you a list of 
proper dishes for "very day in, the week. 
They are all easily prepared and inex- 
pensive. 


Monday—Peaches, oatmeal, with sugar 


end cream, broiled chops, fried sweet 
potatoes, radishes, rolls and coffee. 


Tuesday—Plums, farina with sugar 


Rnd cream, broiled liver and bacon, 
an^l potatoes, rice cakes and coffee. 
Wednesday—Pears, 
cracked 
wheat 


with sugar and cream, dried beef 
creamed, potato puffs, omelet, cornmeal 
cake and coffee. 


Thursday—Grapes, oatmeal mush with 


sugar and cream, veal croquettes, 
hashed and browned potatoes, johhny 
cake and coffee. 


Friday—Oranges, hominy with sugar 


and cream, broiled mackerel, scrambled 
eggs, broiled potatoes, waffles and cot- 
lee. 


Saturday—Bananas, hasty pudding, 


with cream, codfish in cream, baked po- 
tatoes, radishes, graham gems and cof- 
fee. 


Sunday—Grapes, wheat germ, with 


sugar and cream, baked beans, brown 
bread, codfish balls, pickles, muffins and 
chocolate. 


Among the useful as well as ornamen- 


tal English dishes that appeal to the 
American hoi^sekeeper's heart are the 


'mince" or hash dishes, which are 
equally good for serving oatmeal. The 
new dish is of silver, supported by four 


ell turned legs. Underneath the cov- 


ered service dish la a hot water pan, 
kept to the proper temperature by an al- 
cohol lamp. One will find a dish of this 
sort a boon and in it one can serve more 
things th-T. hash. 


Now the mere mention of "hash" will 


bring a look of contempt to some faces, 
but I have eaten the plebian dish many 
times and liked it. Care should be taken 
to have all the hard or dried bits of meat 
put to one side, and only the soft parts 
used; then chop the potato and meat 
evenly add a little cold boiled beet, a, bit 
of -onion and fry a good brown, letting 
it form a crust; turn out on, a platter 
like an. omelet, garnish with parsley, or 
or else serve it from the mince dish. I( 
hash only masqueraded in America un- 
der an assumed name it would be more 
generally liked. The fruit for the break- 
fast table should be cool and perfect, as 
indeed it should be for all meals. Melons 
are utterly insipid if not properly 
chilled; berries should be kept In the 
ice chest until the last moment; pears 
and peaches become soft and tasteless if 
kept in a warm place, and grapes wilt 
and dry. 


"Whatever cereal dish you serve have 


it hot and properly cooked. I know of 
nothing so disagreeable in taste ajid ap- 
pearance as pasty oatmeal, unless it be 
poor coffee. 


Around the fish served for breakfast 


put a few sprigs of parsley, not so much 
for taste as for appetitiztng appearance. 
Really much of the enjoyment of a meal 
Is due to the looks of the food. A poor 
appetite may be coaxed into good be- 
havior by a dainty dish. I wan.t you to 
try these breakfast dishes, and some 
Say, not a hundred years hence, 1 will 
send you seme hints on acceptable sup- 
per dishes.

Prepare the potato as for potato 


masihed.

Brown in the oven. When done put a 
knife under them and slip on to tha plat- 
ter.

spoonful of the beaten eggs and jelly in 
the shape of a pyramid. A very pretty 
as well as a very tasty dish. 


RICE OMELET. 


Take a cup of cold boiled rice, turn 


over it a cup of warm milk, and add a 
tablespoionful of melted butter, a level 
teaspoonful of salt and a dash of pepper. 
Mix well and add three w ell beaten eggs. 
Put a tablespoonful of butter in a hot 
frying pan and when it boils pour In the 
omel&t and set the pan in a hot oven. 
As soon as it is cooked through, 
fold it double, turn it out on a hoi dish 
and serve at once. 


APPLE DUMPLING. 
Mrs. 
Emma P. Ewmg. 


Sift together two and a half cups of 


fiour and two teaspoonfuls Cleveland's 
baking powder Add a, cup of sweet milk 
and a tablesjjoonful of melted butter. 
Stir into a batter. Half fill a buttered 
baking dish with quarters of pared sour 
apples. Pour the batter over them and 
bake three-quarteis of an hour, or until 
nicely browned. Serve with a hard or 
soft sauce. 


WHEAT FRITTERS. 


Take three eggs, one and one-half cups 


of milk, three teaspoonfuls of baking 
powder, salt, and flour enough to make 
it. stiff, thicker than batter cakes. Drop 
into lard and fry like doughnuts. 


Sauce for above—One cup of sugar, 


two tablespoontuls of butter and one 
teaspoonful of flour beaten together, 


j half a cup of boiling water; flavor with 
i lemon and boil until clear. This may be 
| varied by serving with maple sy rup. 


BEEF PATTIES. 


Chop fine some cold roast beef or ten- 


der bite of bi-oiied steak, beat two eggs 
and mix with the meat; add a little milk, 
melted butter and a teaspoonful of Bell's 
Spiced Seasoning. Serve on a, platter 
"with a garnish of parsley. 


CORN MEAL PUFFS. 


Into one quart of boiling milk stir 


eight tablespoonfuls of powdered sugar 
and'a teaspoonful of nutmeg.

When the cream has 
been absorbed by the bread crumbs anil 
the eggs well beaten, with pepper, salt, 
and a teaspoonful of. chopped parsley, 
fry-in'Cottolene as an. omelet. 


JOHNNY CAKE. 


Take two-thirds of a teaspoonful of 


soda, three tablespoonfuls of sugar, one 
teaspoonful of cream of tartar, one egg, 
one cup of sweet milk, six teaspoonfuls 
of Indian meal, three tablespoonfuls of 
fiour and a little salt. This will ma.ke a 
thin batter. Bake evenly and be sure 
that the oven is hot when you are ready 
to put in the cake as Johnny cake never 
[ails to be a success if the oven is care- 
Cully looked after. 


"SCALLOPED" POTATOES. 


Prepare in this proportion: Two cups 


of mashed potatoes, two tablespoonfuls 
of cream or milk and one of melted but- 
ler; salt and pepper to taste. Stirthe po- 
tatoes, butter and cream together, add- 
ing one raw egg. If the potatoes seem 
too moist beat in a few fine bread 
crumbs. Bake in a hot oven for ten min- 
utes, taking care to have the top a rich 
! brown. 


DRIED BEEF CREAMED. 


Shave your beef very fine. Put it into 


i suitable dish on the back of the stove, 
cover with oold water, and give it time 
to soak out to its original size before 
being dried. When soft and the water 
has become hot (not boiling) take it 
off, 


pour off the water, and pour on a cup of 
| cream; a pinch of pepper comes next, 
| and then let it come to a boil. Thicken

It was interesting anc 
highly instructive There was not one 
present but knew a great deal more abou, 
Uncle Sam's ability to cope with an at- 
tacking force at the close of the lecture 
than h« did an hour botore. 


From 7.30 until 8.00 a reception was 


tendered to Col. Frye in the club rooms 
which had been handsomely decorated 
with American flags for the occasion. 
A 


fiag also adorned the lecture platform. 


The lecture was delived in tb.3 auditori- 


um. The Congregational male quartette 
favored with vocal selections. 
Attorney 


William Morton, president of the cluo, 
presided and introduced the speakers. 


The difference between coast and harbor 


defense, said thd speaker was not gener- 
ally understood. Coast defense may be 
divided into two classes: a. Const defense 
—the navy's province, b. Harbor defence 
—for the army and fixed works. 


Col. 
Frye gave the history of defenses 


and compared the conditions in the revo- 
lution with the present tima. He aleo 
traced the gradual growth and progress. 
During the past eight years, of the monies 
appropriated by the government 43 cents 
out of every dollar was for pensions; eight 
cents of every dollar for the army; eight 
cents out of every dollar for the navy; five 
cents out of every dollar to improve rivers 
and harbors; and only four mills outot 
every dollar to provide guns, mortare, 
fortifications, torpedoes and auxiliaries 
that are required to gunri this country 
from foreign aggression. 


The reason why bo little progress had 


been made in providing'the country with 
adequate coast defenses is because Amer- 
icans time out of mind have believed that 
the time to prepare for war is when war 
comes; that the navy alone can defend 
the coast and harbors; that torpedoes 
dropped casually into the water will keep 
off hostile fleets; and even if all these 
things fail millions of Americans will rise 
up to sweep the foe from the earth. 


Colonel Fry demonstrated that in case 


of war the navy would be unable to de- 
fend the coasts and harbors of the coun- 
try. Hence it was the duty of every man 
to do all that he could to secure a better 
system of fortifications.

THE BROWN HEARING,

The Trading Stamp Scheme. 


[From the Hartford Conrant.] 


The merchants of New Haven and Nor- 


wich are up in arms over the "trading 
stamp" scheme. The New Haven retail 
merchants' association will hold a meet- 
ing tonight, lo see how to get rid of this 
trouble, and in Norwich the newspapers 
are publishing vigorous attacks on the 
same method. 
, A "trading company" of outsiders has 
Bet up headquarters at each of these 
tbwcs. Certain merchants are persuaded 
to render a discount to customers of five 
per cent, for cash, giving tho customers 
not the cash thus saved but the " trading 
coupons" for that amount, which are ac- 
cepted at the "trading company's" store 


in payment tor articles there. 


Five dollars' worth of trading stamps, 


for instance, secure an article held at $5 
at the trading store. 
But presumably 


that store is not run for love. 
The man- 


agers are not in for their health. 
They 


have to get their profit and pay their rent 
buy their gift goods, pay for light, beat 
and clerk hire, etc. It is an interesting 
question how much ol fiat j5 ot discount 
Js really secured by the customer who 
thinks he has got it. 


The reasonable demand is set op that 


the mei chant should offer 5 per cent dis- 
count for easb, direct to his customers and 
not roundabout to maintain a sub-com- 
pany's shop. 


A New Haven lawyer claims that the 


whole arrangement is illegal. 
He cites 


this law: 


Every person who shall sell any per- 


sonal property and shall offer to the pur- 
chaser a:i interest in other property to be 
ascertained by lot or hazard, or any 
article of value or any interest therein, 
as a present or gratuity, the quality, 
kind or value of which shall be unknown 
to the purchaser at the time of sale, shall 
be fined not more than $303 or imprisoned 
for not more than three months,or both. 
He holds that the stamps are of value not 
known to the purchaser. Other lawyers 
question this, but it is intimated that 
some of the merchants who signed con- 
tracts with the trading company sav they 
regret it and were frightened into signing, 
through fear some rival might do it; and 
that these merchants will decline to stay 
in the scheme, on the ground that it is 
illegal. Then the company can sue thsm 
to enforce the contract and the courts can 
pass on its legality.
